Haying. 


The haying season, a most iinporlaut one on Ihc New Eng- 


land farm, is again at hand. Many fanners have already done 
a little "picking- around" here and there, but it is not until after 
the Glorious Fourth that the average New Englandcr gels into 
his haying in earnest. The Fourth of July racket is speedily 
followed by the click and clatter of the machinery vised in 
harvesting the hay crop, one of the most important produced 
in this part of the country, and the farmers and their families 
are vsry busy people until the last forkful! has been placed 
"under the shingles" or in Ihe stack. 


Young people have heard their elders (ell about old-time 


haying operations, yet it is difficult Tor them io realize the 
extent of the revolution that has taken place in this branch 
of farm activity, as in praclically all others. 


But there are a few grandfathers left who remember when 


hay making was done in a manner very different from that of 
today. 
They remember when a man capable of grinding, 


whetting and wielding a scythe well was almost as important 
as a skilled mechanic; when forces of men used to start out 
•early in !he morning and lay the dew-laden grass in swaths to 
be spread later by boys, and sometimes by girls, and slill later 
to be raked by hand and pitched by hand on to the wagons 
and to the mows or stacks in which it was slored. The thing 
nearest resembling a machine used in the operation of making 
hay'was the "grindstone, something never (o be forgotten by 
Ihe boy who ever turned one. 


How entirely different are the processes of the present time! 


The scythe has been discarded except for picking along fences j a]tt^ tlicrc 
and around apple frees, and there is not one man in ten that 
knows how to handle one properly. The mowing is done with 
a machine, a machine is used for stirring up the grass for dry- 
ing, 
tho hay is raked by horse power, in many cases it is ele- 


vated to the wagon by machinery, and in all cases where 
haying is done on any extended scale the hay is unloaded 
from the wagon by horse or gasolene engine power. • 


Small is the amount of work now done in the hay field by 


hand. 
We are living in the age of, inajliincry. 
The scythe, 


(he rum jug at the end of [he swath, the hand rake, and fo a 
considerable extent the hand fork, have been laid away. 
Horse power and machinery have taken their places and tlie 
making of hay has been turned from the hardest of farm work 
into what is little less than a manufacturing process. 


And yet hay making wilh modern equipment is no loafing 


job. 
It is true that men do not have to use as much muscle asj^] 
1,) 


they used to, but in handling the machinery.they have to have..n,ij. 
their wits about them and have to "step lively" to keep pace 
wilh it. 
It is easy to say fhal tlie work is "all cjone by machin- 


ery," 
but Ihe man who co-operates with the machinery will 


realize by nightfall that lie has done a day's work.
